For n-
siance, it is to the interest of the State of
Arkansas and the city of Memphis that the
Fort Smith railroad shounld be continned
throngh the Indian Territory to a jumction
wilh Lhe Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe
road, bat every attempt so far made has been
met by the Indians and the intenor depart-
ment with treaties and veasted rights that,
like another wall of China, have been erested
to impede the growil: and progress of this
part of the couniry. For this there is only
ona remedy, and that the ApPRAL has urged
for years. Subdivide the lands of the Indian
Territory inlo  one hundred-and-sixty-acre
tracts and settle one on each member of a
family—women and children alike; such
tencts mot to be sold in nny caso until after
the expiration of seventy-five years, and
mot to be bartered, exchanged or pledged
during thab lime; the remainder, after pro-
viding for common schools and an agrical-
tura! college, to Le sold to the highest bidder
at pablic outery, the proceeds to be vested in
public securities, the interest on which to be
paid in snnuoities to the Indians, so much to
each head of a family. This wounld secure
the Indina all his equaities and open to the
people of thes States a beaatifol and pro-
dootive country that is hermetically sealed
aganst them, The Sioux difficulty now con-
fronting the Northwestern and Milwaokee
railronds will no dounbt be ssttled as the New
Yotk Herald soggests. When it is, the In-
dian torritorial difficalties shoald be consid-
ered and disposed of.
